How To Apply For Licences 


December 15, Mr. Harold Wilson, President of the Board of Trade, 
announced in the House of Commons that open individual licences 
would be freely issued for the import of ‘hardwood timber which was 
consigned from and originated in any country or territory other than 


certain exceptions. 


The Board of Trade has now issued a statement 


giving details of how these new import licences may be obtained and 
listing the countries which are still under restriction. The statement says:

The Board of Trade 
however, reserve the right to 
withdraw or revoke these licences 
if necessary. 

It should be noted that these 
Open Individual Licences relate to 
hardwood consigned from and 
origmating in any of the permitted 
sources; thus hardwood consigned 
from one of the permitted countries 
and originating in another permitted 
country is covered, but not hard- 
wood originz ating in any of the coun- 
tries listed in Paragraph 1, even if 
consigned from one of the permitted 
countries.

Now in Same 
B.o.T. Division 


HE Home Side of the Board of 

Trade is being reorganised on 
Monday. The principal aim of this 
reorganisation is to reduce the num- 
ber of Divisions in the Board with 
which a single industry or firm has 
to deal. 

Thus the work on each raw 
material is now being put (as far 
as possible) in the same Division 
as the work on the industries which 
consume that raw material. For 
example, furniture will now be in 
the same Division as timber. 

This means that the Raw Materials 
Department and Priorities Division 
will disappear as separate entities 
and their functions will be merged 
in the industrial work of the Indus- 
tries and Manufactures Divisions. 
There will now be four of these 
Divisions concerned with particular 
industries, including: 

Division IM2A: 
rayon, nylon and silk (the raw 
materials and all manufacturing 
processes); flax (spinning and all 
subsequent processes); hosiery, lace 
and narrow fabrics; clothing and. 
household textiles. 

Division IM2B: Organic and in- 
organic chemicals; fertilisers; rub- 
ber and tyres; pottery; miscella- 
neous commodities (including china 
clay); consumer goods industries 
(including bedding and laundries). 

Division IM2C: Timber, furniture 
and timber-using industries; pulp, 
esparto, paper, paper products and 
printing; hides and leather; foot- 
wear, gloves and leather goods; 
jute, sisal, manila, hemp (including 
fish nets) and supply of flax. 


RETAIL WAGE RISE— 


HE Retail Furnishing and 

Allied Trades Wages Coun- 

cil (Great Britain) has now 

issued Notices R.F.A. (3) and 

R.F.A. (4) to employers in these 
trades. 

The Notices set out the con- 
tents of Orders of the Minister 
of Labour and National Service 
fixing statutory minimum _re- 
muneration for workers in these 
trades, and requiring holidays to 
be allowed and holiday re- 
muneration to be paid to these 
workers. Both Orders become 
effective from January 23.

Cotton, wool, 
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£20,000 FINES, COSTS IN BIG TAX CASE 


“Fraud Entirely Ruled Out,” says 
John Blundell, Noranco Counsel 


INES and costs totalling £20,825 
were imposed at Old Street 
Magistrates’ Court on Monday in 
a Customs and Excise prosecution 
concerning the evasion of pur- 
chase tax on goods worth nearly 
£70,000 wholesale. 


HE defendants were: John Blun- 

dell, Ltd., Basildon House, Moor- 
gate, E.C.2, retailers with a chain 
of shops in London and the pro 
vinces; Noranco, Ltd., wholesalers 
and warehousemen, of 190, City 
Road, E.C.; Jacob Albert Sampson, 
of Flat 31, 100, Lancaster Gate, 
W.2, managing director of both 
companies; John Shackleton, of 58, 
Beckenham Hill Road, Beckenham, 
Kent, merchandising director of 
both companies; and George Robert 
Sheirson, of 35, Godstone Road, 
Purley, Surrey, secretary to the two 
companies. 


Pleas of “Guilty” 


All five pleaded “Guilty” to two 
joint summonses for dealing in 
goods (a consignment worth whole- 
sale £42,801 and a further consign- 
ment worth £27,130 wholesale) 
having reason to believe that pur- 
chase tax chargeable on them 
would be evaded. 

Summonses alleging that they 
were knowingly concerned in the 
fraudulent evasion by Noranco, 
Ltd., of purchase tax on the goods 
were withdrawn. 

Most of the morning was spent 
by Mr. G. D. Roberts, K.C., in out- 
lining the case for the prosecution. 
The remainder of the day was taken 
up by Mr. H. V. Lloyd-Jones, K.C. 
(defending) in a speech in mitiga 
tion. He emphasised that no ques- 
tion of fraud was alleged in the 
summonses to which pleas of 
“ Guilty” were entered. 

The magistrate (Mr. 
Marks) imposed the 
penalties :— 

Noranco, Ltd., £4,000; John Blun- 
dell, Ltd., £6,000 and 500° guineas 
costs; Sampson, £6,000; Shackleton, 
£4,000; and Sheirson, £300. He 
allowed seven days for payment. 

Mr. Marks said he did not think 
from what had been disclosed, that 
what took place was “anywhere 
near approaching an innocent mis- 
take.” He thought that everything 
that had been done was carefully 
planned, and very carefully worked

out. Various motives had been put 
forward and he thought that the one 
in the minds of those people was 
that of obtaining increased trade 
and profits as a result of offering 
their goods at a cheaper price. He 
was quite satisfied that it was not 
mere chance that certain advice 
notes had been altered just about 
the time those new taxes were intro- 
duced. 

Mr. Roberts, who mentioned that 
the three individuals were men of 
the highest character, said in his 
opening statement that after the 
Budget in November, 1947, the 
defendants took steps to deal with 
goods in order that they might 
appear to have been delivered be- 
fore the change and would not be 
subject to the increased tax. The 
prosecution also alleged that after 
the Budget in April, 1948, the de- 
fendants dealt with goods with the 
same object. The tax which had 
been evaded was £17,288. The com- 
panies were liable for that and

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MASTER UPHOLSTERERS WILL HOLD PROTEST 


MEETING ON PURCHASE TAX - 


And Want B.S.I. Standard, Not 
Marking of Furniture 


HE Association of Master 
Upholsterers at their general 
meeting at St. Pancras Town 
Hall on Monday decided to 
organise a protest meeting against 
“the continued imposition of pur- 
chase tax on cover for repair 
work and on non-Utility uphol- 
stery.”

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HE new Hire Purchase Order 
is, to the furnishing trade, 
one of the most important 

documents issued by the Board 
of ‘Trade in recent times. With 
the increased public demand for 
hire-purchase terms, it will affect 
the vast majority of furnishers in 
all parts of the country. 

The most significant feature of 
the new Order is that, for the first 
time, goods which are not price- 
controlled are included in the 
scope of the Emergency Regula- 
tions affecting hire-purchase trad- 
ing. These goods are non-Utility 
domestic furniture and bedding— 
and they may now be covered by 
the same h.p. agreement as Utility 
price-controlled furniture. In 
other words, all furniture, all bed- 
ding and all. price-controlled 
goods may be included in the 
same h.p. contract, with a very 
few exceptions. 


That is a relief for which 
the Hire Purchase Trade Associa- 
tion has been striving for a very 
long time, because when non- 
Utility furniture and bedding 
were decontrolled in price it was 
found necessary under the old 
Order to have two separate agree- 
ments. 

In this column, on October 21 
last, we said: 

“What it (the new Order) 
should do is to remove the neces- 
sity for the drawing-up of two 
separate agreements where price- 
controlled goods and those not 
subject to control are ordered by 
one customer. . . . It is sincerely 
to be hoped that the Board of 
Trade will give effect to some 
such formula in the new Order 
which it is drawing up, and save 
traders from an intolerable bur- 
den.” 

That, in effect, is just what the 
Board of Trade has done 


*%* But there is one very im- 
portant point that furnishers 
should note carefully. It is this: 

Non-Utility items other than 


furniture and bedding do not 
come within the scope of the new 
Order. Refrigerators, for ex- 
ample, and non-Utility furnishing 
fabrics are excluded. If a furni- 
sher were, in fact, to include such 
items in a mixed h.p. agreement, 
he could charge only the cash 
price for the goods specified in 
the Order. 

Quite simply, this means that if 
a customer orders on h.p. a mat- 
tress (cash price £15), and a bed- 
room suite (cash price £70), and 
at the same time a refrigerator 
(cash price £80), the furnisher 
could charge the customer only 
£85—the cash price of the mat- 
tress and the suite. He would 
have to give away the “ frig ”— 
if he were foolish enough to in- 
clude it in the same agreement! 
In other words, mixed agree- 
ments are in effect abolished. 


It would have been a little 
easier to say so. 


%% Other provisions in the 
Hire Purchase Order remain vir- 
tually the same. The deposit is 
still 124 per cent, the time to pay 
still two years, and the interest 
still 20 per cent, reducing to 15 
per cent and 12 per cent. That 
also was forecast in this column. 

But a furnisher may still offer 
a no-deposit, three-year agree- 
ment—if controlled goods solely 
are included and no service charge 
made ... in other words, if only 
the cash price is charged. 

A final point is that a hire- 
purchase agreement must now be 
in writing. That was implied in 
the previous Order, but it has 
only just been included in the 
actual regulations. 


%x* The Hire Purchase Trade 
Association is to be congratulated 
very sincerely on its work for the 
trade. For many months patient 
negotiations have been carried on 
with the Board of Trade to clarify 
and ease the position of hire- 
purchase furnishers. In spite of 
the many snags and legal hitches 
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that have cropped up, and the 
objections raised to its different 
proposals, it has been possible to 
evolve a formula that will do 
much to help and alleviate the 
burden of the furnisher.

Continuous Production Line : 
No Backward Movement 


I there any revolutionary 
system of factory building 
and planning that could in- 
crease furniture production 
efhciency to such an extent 
that output could be raised, 
wastage cut, costs saved, and 
quality improved ? 
These are questions _ that 
have been asked by cabinet- 
firms

for many years. 
We are not Suggesting that 


this is the answer. It would 
provide unsurmountable diffi- 
culties in many built-up areas. 
But the story that is told here 
may provide some ideas that 
are capable of adoption in 
many of our furniture plants; 
and Furnishing World, in its 
search for new ideas to im 
prove production efficiency, 
presents the story-behind-the 
story of an entirely new fac 
tory building : 


By ‘‘ World” Features Editor 


FURNITURE factory a 
quarter of a mile long and 
only 30 feet wide is something 
new in the annals of the trade, 
and I must admit that when | 
drove around to the side entrance 
and saw the end of the building 
vanishing into the distance, I was 
more than usually interested to 
see the interior. 
THIS factory, which is a revela 
tion in planned production, 1s 
the new home of Alstons (Long 
Melford), Ltd., whose Long Mel 
ford works were burned down at 
the beginning of the war. 

Until last vear, they shared the 
factory of Wrinch & Sons, Ltd., of 
Nacton Road, Ipswich, but owing to 
post-war reshuffling Alstons had to 
find new quarters if they 
continue in business

Mr. Alston told me that the un 
usual shape was the result of care 
ful designing 

“1 think it is far superior to the 
ordinary square factory where, if 
you want to find somebody, you 
walk up one side with the possi 
bility that they are walking down 
the other. Here, there are no 
corners, and no _ pillars You 
couldn’t hide if you wanted to. 

“TI have worked it out with my 
staff so that there is no ‘ back- 
ward’ movement on the produc- 
tion line, and | estimate a 20 per 
cent cut in production costs.” 
He pointed out that it was only a 

variation of the American “ horse- 
shoe” factory which had the dis- 
advantage that extensions could not 
be fitted, and once “sprigs” were 
added, the whole purpose of the de- 
sign was lost. He added that he 
had already obtained permission to 
build a further 400 feet extension 
when it was required. 

A feature of this new plant is 
the placing of the offices high in 
the centre of the building from 
which the mill and the assembly 
shop may be seen through special 
glass panels. 

My first impression, looking down 
the North and South lengths of the 
factory, was that of standing on a 
ship’s bridge 

Mr. F. Howard, general foreman, 
who has been with the firm 21 years, 
said that the staff had soon got over 
the feeling of being “spied upon,” 
when it was explained to them that

the windows had been installed as a 
means of watching and improving 
production operations, rather than 
keeping an eye on individuals, and 
thereby offering them the chance 
of increasing their bonuses 

The factory itself, although not 
yet fitted with a conveyor system, 
is a model of good planning. A 
slight slope in the floor makes for 
easier moving of trucks, and its 
1,400 feet are split into four sec- 
tions: the mill, assembly, spraying, 
and finishing shops 

The lighting has been planned: 
tungsten is used in the mill, 
fluorescent in the assembly shop, 
tungsten and fluorescent are mixed 
in the spraying shop, and fluorescent 
in the finishing shop. 

Expert advice was also sought on 
the question of a colour scheme, the 
walls being in green and the curved 
ceiling in white. Doors are painted 
bright yellow and electric light

The overhead electric wiring is so 
arranged that the current can be 
“tapped.” anywhere, and the latest 
addition to the wide range of up-to- 
date machinery is an automatic elec- 
tric boiler, for the veneer press, 
which “does everything but switch 
itself off at the week-ends.” There 
is also a_hydraulically-controlled 
spraying platform. 


Dust extractors have yet to be installed. 


The factory, which has 4,000 feet 
of covered storage space adjoining 
it, is at present turning out 150 din- 
ing and bedroom suites a week and 
has as its target 400 suites a week. 

Mr. Alston has very definite ideas 
on production. He has no unskilled 
machine hands on his staff of about 
90 (only ten per cent of whom are 
women), and claims that most of 
them are fully capable of working 
at least two machines. He believes 


in letting his staff know of the latest 
developments in the trade and, for 
the recent Building Exhibition, ran 
a special bus so that they could ex- 
amine and report on the new wood- 
working plant shown there. 

And, manufacturers please note, 
Mr. Alston carefully files cuttings of 
articles from British and overseas 
trade and technical journals to 
which he may want to refer at a 
later date. 

“In this factory, we have all been 
trained on the bench. My younger 
son is apprenticed to another firm, 
and my elder son, John, after two 
years ‘on the floor’ elsewhere, has 
just joined me. We have a special 
four years’ apprenticeship scheme 
and we are hoping to run a day 
school to ensure skilled labour in 
the future.” 





Telling the Story 
of Animal Glue
